The Nautical Gazette Suggests 


That Ice May Not Have 


Caused Wreck. 


XEW YORK, April 23.—The sug- 


gestion that tho Titanic struck a ledge 
of rock and not an iceberg is made 
in the current issue of the Xautical 
Gazette, a weekly shipping paper. The 
possibility of such an accident is urged 
because the ship struck in the same 
longitude as the half-submerged Vir- 
gin rocks to the north and possibly 
in the same spot where the Naronic 
foundered in 1S73. 


The Titanic, it is suggested, being 


the deepest ship of the seas, might 
have hit a rock that other ships have 
passed over safely. 
The Gazette says 


that at least a survey of the place 
should be made by the United States 
government. 
Under

"What Did She Strike?" the .Gazette 
says: 


"A strange possibility arises from 


the coincidence in proximity or posi- 
tion of the Titanic 'and the Naronlc 
disasters. 
The position 
where 
the 


Titanic met her doom was latitude 
41.46, longitude 50.14. 
: 


"This Is south of the Grand Banks, 


but in just'about the same longitude 
as the- dangerous semi-submerged Vir- 
gin rocks to the north of the banks. 
While the .banks of Newfoundland are 
supposed to be caused by the sands 
from the Gulf- of St. Lawrence and 
the action of the gulf stream, the 
existence of the Virgin rocks and even 
the proximity to the surface of the 
Georges Shoals, 
nearer 
the 
coast, 


shows that even in this distant part 
of the Atlantic there may be sub- 
merged ledges of rock never hitherto 
discovered." 
Capt. Smith's First 


WrecK Experience 


• NEW YORK. April 23.—When he was 
in command of the steamship Adriatic in 
1907,. Captain E. J. Smith, who drove the 
Titanic to destruction and found his own 
tomb in the sea, in the course of an in- 
terview, said: 


"When any one asks me how I can best 


describe my experiences of nearly forty 
years at sea, I merely say uneventful. Of 
course, there have been .winter gales and 
storms and fog and the like, but in all my 
experience I have never been in an acci- 
dent of any sort worth speaking about. I 
have seen but one vessel, in distress in all 
my years at sea—-a brig, the crew of 
which, was taken'off in a small, boat in 
charge of my third officer. - I never saw a 
wreck-and have never been wrecked, nor 
was I . ever in any predicament that 
threatened to end in a disaster of any 
sort. You see, I am not very good ma- 
terial for a story." 


"The love of the ocean that took me 


to sea as a boy," he added, "has never 
left me. In a way, a certain amount of 
wonder never leaves me, especially as I 
observe froin the bridge a vessel.plunging 
up and down in the trough of -the- seas, 
fighting her way .through and over great 
waves,-tumbling:,'and yet keeping on'her 
keel, and 'going '-oh and- on—I wonder 
how'she does it,-how she can-keep-afloat 
in such seas, arid how .she can • go on and 
on safely to port. There Is. a wild grand- 
eur, too, that appeals to me In the sea~ 
A man never outgrows that."-': • '. 


'Captain Smith1 always -maintained that 


shipbuilding was such a. perfect art now- 
adays, that absolute disaster, involving the 
passengers, was inconceivable. Whatever 
happened, ho contended, there would be 
time enough before ' the • vessel sank to 
save the lives of every person on board 


"I will go a bit further," he added. "I 


wil( say that I cannot imagine any con- 
dition that would cause the ship to 
founder. I cannot conceive of any vital 
disaster happening to this vessel. Mod- 
ern shipbuilding- has gone beyond that." 


An officer of the Adriatic who heard 


part of Captain Smith's remarks, put in: 


"Don't forget when you write of the 


captain's 'Uneventful' life to put in that 
it Is the great captain.who doesn't let 
things happen." 


But the wisest and most 'capable cap- 


tain cannot help letting Icebergs happen. 
Rocks and reefs he can evade, fogs and 
storms he can pick his way through, but 
the iceberg is marked by no red cross 
on tho chart, and has no wireless, light- 
house or bell buoy.

Ing (laming oil over table, walls and bed 
in the bedroom of Mn>.

iHow the Titanic Story Was lold. 
y 


The greatest sea tragedy in modern times .has brought to 


^the attention1 of the" world the completeness and promptness 
'-wtK-whvJh.a story of world-wide interest may be handled by a 
jiews agency. 


So quickly was the first message of the disaster flashed to 


' all parts of the country by the Associated Press, the greatest of 
all news bureaus^ that the speed of the organization was impor- 
. tant enough' to be brought out significantly in the testimony of 
Vice-President P. A. S. Franklin of the 'White Star line before 
the Senate investigating committee yesterday. 


The witness related that the Associated Press had received 


news of the accident before the information was telephoned to 
him at 1:40 o'clock Monday morning, April 15. The news had 
come^by .wireless from the steamship Virginian. Franklin testi- 
fied that" he "telephoned to the Associated Press for authoritative 
Information and that the agency read to him a dispatch from 
Cape 'Race giving the first advices of the great tragedy. Frank- 
lin told the investigators that he requested the news bureau not 
to send out the dispatch until more detailed information had 
been received. 


It was -then that he learned something of the modern methods 


of the great news-gathering and distributing agency. The Asso- 
ciated Press informed him that it had already flashed to the 
world 'the preliminary story of the disaster. 


The more detailed narrative, including every important phase 


of one of the greatest .news stories ever written, was handled by 
the Associated Press in the same rapid and intelligent manner, 
as readers of THE TRIBUNE will be able to testify. 


With the same promptness that the first news of th,e sea

Colonel Roosevelt in His Variety. 


Down in North Carolina, Colonel Roosevelt told the Tar Heels 


that he represented the principles of Andrew Jackson. 
Andrew 


Jackson urged the adoption of an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion prohibiting any President from being given more than two 
terms. Colonel Roosevelt is trying to get a third. That shows 
how nearly he represents the principles of Andrew Jackson. 


In his life of Old Hickory, Roosevelt describes Jackson as a 


border ruffian, a frontier demagogue, violent, unprincipled and 
unlettered. Now that he is seeking votes, however, he goes 
among the people who hold Jackson's memory in reverence and 
eulogizes him and pretends to be a champion of the principles of 
the man whom he had so bitterly condemned in his alleged biog- 
raphy of him. 


In the Northern and Western States, Roosevelt has been

When he 
crosses over the line and into Jackson's native State he claims 
to be the political heir of Andrew Jackson and the champion of 
Andrew Jackson's principles. 


But there is one man immortalized in our history whom 


Colonel Roosevelt does not claim to'be the reincarnation of. That 
man is George Washington. 
He was the man who refused a 


third term when it was tendered and set an example which has 
ever since been regarded almost as inviolable as the Constitution.

It was Brutus who stabbed his best friend Caesar to save, as he 
said, the Roman republic and after a brief rule was overthrown 
and slain. Is this the horoscope Pinchot would cast for his modern 
Brutus ? 


The loss of the Titanic was clearly in the list of preventible 


accidents. But for the desire to make a quick passage the ship 
would not have been lost. Even after the collision occurred the 
loss of life would have been minimized but for the unprepared 
condition of the lifeboats and life-rafts and the stupidity of the 
wireless operator of the Titanic in rebuffing with insult the offer 
of assistance made by the Frankfurt of the, Hamburg-American 
line. The Frankfurt was much nearer the Titanic than the Car- 
pathia, and was the first to catch the call of distress. "Stand by, 
we are coming," she signaled back, but when her wireless opera- 
tor asked somewhat insistently as to the cause of the trouble, the 
Titanic's operator called him a fool and told him to quit "butting 
in." The Frankfurt is a faster ship by three knots an hour than 
the Carpathia. She was probably fifteen or twenty miles nearer, 
and had she been urged to come to the rescue would have reached 
the scene of the disaster perhaps an hour and a half in advance 
of the Carpathia. 
She might have got there before the Titanic 


went down. She answered the call of distress at 11:55, and the 
Titanic did not sink till 2:22 o'clock. Her registered speed is six- 
teen knots an hour. 
Under full headway she would probably 


have reached the scene about the time the Titanic sank, and 
would undoubtedly have saved many lives that were lost. Cap- 
tain Smith was apprized of the presence of icebergs in the vicin- 
jty ot the ship, butT there was no slacking.up of speed and the 
watch was not doubled. Indeed, one of the ship's stewards says he 
heard one of the lookouts call to First Officer Murdock, who was 
on the bridge, about fifteen minutes before the Titanic struck 
that he thought he discried ice ahead. The warning was un- 
heeded. Apparently the Titanic's officers had a blind faith in 
luck and the staunchness of the ship.

SAX FRANCISCO, April 23 —The State 


Board of Charities under the direction of 
Ratbl Martin A. Meyer, president, and 
W. A. Gates, secretary, yesteiday staited 
a stace-wMs crusade against maternity 
home? that maltreat children, by securing 
an Older from Superior Judge George 
Buok of San Mateo county, closing tl^o 
doors ct fhe "so-called orphanage conduct- 
ed by Mrs Bertha Jullly at Lomita Park. 
In this place, they 
testified, children 
under five years of age were found In 
a large, dirty pen, where no attention was 
paid to them. 


Action was taken under a new law 
which gives the state control over all 
orphanages. 
Rahbl Meyer, Secretary Gates, 
Mrs 
Emma W. LJllle of the Native Sons and 
Daughters' Central Committee of Cali- 
fornia, and Henry "W Lewis of the Chlld- 
rens' Home Society of California yester- 
day appeared 
before 
Superioi Judge 
Buck, who Is the jurist of the juvenile 
court 
at Redwood 
City, and made a 
lengthy report in which the conditions at 
the Jullly place wero exposed 
President 
Meyer 
testified 
that the 
children of the Institution, which num- 
bered twenty-four 
were 
underfed, 
dirty and undisciplined. 
The ten girls 
and 
fourteen 
boys of 
the institution 
do not know their last names, and those 
that aro old enough to go to the neigh- 
boring school adopt the name of Jullly 
There were threa infants in the Jullly 
home, whjle the oldest child is twelve 
years of age. 


CHILDREN NEGLECTED. 


Mrs Juilly iniormed Mrs. LUlie that 
she had time to wash the children, just 
once a week. 


"When asked by Mrs. Lillle where she 
secured the children, Mrs. Juilly answered 
that they were all foundlings who had 
been left at the doorsteps of the institu- 
tion. She declared that the state allowed 
her $100 a year for each child, and that 
this was her only source of income toward 
their support. 
During last December Secretary Gates 


visited tlie JuiUy place and found that 
the children were housed in brokendown 
shacks. There was no heat in the prem- 
ises and the 
chlldten 
were 
scantily 
clothed. Bare boards were the tables In 
the Improvised dining room. There were 
no forks, knives or crockery of any kind. 
The children were dirty, and alt had their 
hair clipped close so that combing would 
be done away with 
Mr*. Jullly promised that conditions 


would be remedied at once, as she was 
about to move into a new building near 
by. She pleaded for another chance be- 
fore the institution should be ordered 
closed 
This wag granted by Gates. 
Subsequently Mrs Lillle and President 


Meyer of the State Board of Charities 
visited the new place and declared that 
conditions 
were 
Intolerable, 
although 
there was a slight improvement 


JUDGE TAKES ACTION, ' 


It was decided that the place should be 
closed 
The matter was taken up yester- 
day by the State Board of Charities with 
District Attorney Franklin Swart of San 
Mateo county. Immediately he brought 
the case before the Juvenile Court, where 
after evidence 
had been taken, Judge 
Buck ordered the Institution closed and 
the children turned over to the State 
Board of Charities for protection. 
Acting for the Native Sons and Daught- 
Acting for the Native Sons and Daugh- 
ters' central committee, Mrs. Lillle an- 
half the children. The rest will be look- 
ei after by the Children's Home Society 
of Berkeley. 
Out 
of the twenty-four 
children three are sick, and they will be 
cared for immediately 
by the Ladles' 
Protective and Relief 
Society of San 
Francisco and the Associated Charities 
of San Francisco, 
1 Secretary Gates said that Mrs. Jullly 
was the mother of a J3r. Jullly of Sah 
Francisco, who was conducting a ma- 
ternity institution. 
Gates declared that 
the State Board of Charities had not 
considered the criminal |rf-ase of the mat- 
ter, although he claimed tL« law had been 
violated In that 
no records had been 
kept relative to the children.

HE springtime with its changes from sunshine to 
showers has a tendency to cause sore throat and 
general affections of the larynx and bronchial 
tubes, so great care should be taken of the throat. 
I hold that an uncovered throat is safest and when 
habitually uncovered is less liable to colds than 


the throat that swathed in furs all through the cold weather. 


There is nothing more attractive in a man or woman than 


a beautiful voice, either of a speaking or singing quality, and 
a chronic sore throat or cold will destroy the quality of the 
voice, perhaps quicker than anything known excepting drink. 


To prevent colds and throat affections heat should be 


avoided more than cold. Overheated rooms are fatal to public 
speakers and ten minutes in an overheated room will thicken 
the throat and weaken the voice of a giant. 


The throat becomes inflamed from overstrain when talk- 


ing. A< medium tone should be used when one is obliged to 
speak for long at a time. The tone should not be too low nor 
too high, the throat should be relaxed and rather a quiet tone 
used to start. A person should never make an address when 
sick or hungry, nor just after a hearty meal. 


Singers never sing for three or four hours after eating, 


and then the meal must be nourishing but not hearty. It re- 
quires much more breath to sing or speak after eating, and 
while the blood is working in the stomach the lungs haven't 
their share of blood for strength. Three hours after a meal 
the blood returns to its duties all over the body, and normal 
respiration is once more assumed. 


To force the voice when one is indisposed will weaken the 


whole system and hoarseness wijl be followed by inflammation 
and chronic sore throat. 


The throat is a sensitive, delicate organ and is the ther- 


mometer of the whole body. If carefully watched and treated 
kindly it will respond and prevent the more dangerous dis- 
eases from taking hold of the body. 


When taking the daily bath in warm water, if it is fol-"* 


lowed by a cold sponge bath colds and bad throats may be 
avoided. Often a good brisk walk will cure a sore throat, es- 
pecially when one perspires freely. But care should be taken to 
keep away from drafts while warm. 


Many people keep a sore throat by the very fear of a cold. 


Remember a few good rules of hygiene and then forget to 
fear colds and you will go a long way toward the prevention 
of throat troubles. 


Do not imagine that you have a weak throat, but when the 


change of weather or a bad stomach causes your throat to 
trouble you, go at once and take some disinfectant gargle and 
perhaps a good cathartic, then know that a cure will be effect- 
ed, as it surely will. 


The worse thing for a sore throat is to keep looking at it, 


the best thing for it is to forget it. 


Remember: A cheerful mind is the best doctor.

While hTey Send Word 


for. Help. 


PARIS, April 23 —The massacre at Fez, 


In which a large number of French of- 
ficers, soldiers and citizens wero killed 
and 'u ounded, has given rise to consider- 
able criticism of the government authori- 
ties for not foreseeing and preventing It. 
It is pointed out that the French occupied 
Fez more than a year ago. 


The premier today ordered Eugene Reg- 


nault, the French minister at Fez to in- 
vestigate the outbreak. 


Correspondents of French newspapers at 


Fez indicate that the plot of the rebels 
included the massacre of tho whole of 
the French mission, headed by Regnault, 
which recently arrived at the capital to 
establish" the protectorate. This plan fail- 
ed owing to 
the 
impatience of 
the 


Arabian women to begin the carnage.t 
These women are described by the cor- 
respondents as creatures of terrifying ap- 
pearance, who passed their time In rush- 
ing about the streets and torturing the 
wounded and sometimes aiding the Moor- 
ish rebels In their final mutilation and 
desecration of the victims. 


SCENES OF HORROR. 


Scenes of awful horror occurred In the 


Jewish quarter of the city, where the mob 
murdered, pillaged and burned ail the 
Jews they 
could find, 
throwing their 


bodies from the roofs. Many young girls 
were carried off to suffe. ir.dC3cr!1~n.b!e 
outrages 


The Jewish quarter was set on fire and 


three-fourths of it destroyed, rendering 
over a thousand people homeless. 


The complete story of the death of the 


telegraphers Is a narrative of coolness 
and bravery and the newspapers are com- 
paring their devotion to duty with that 
of the wireless operators on the Titanic. 
Although they possessed 
but one re- 


volver between them, they kept the mob 
at bay for a considerable time, killing 
sixteen of the fanatics. At the time one 
or other of them wa ssending dispatches 
to headquarters at.Tangier, telling of the 
plight of tho city. " Finally, however, the 
Arabs tore a hole In the roof, into which 
they sent a murderous fire and naming 
torches which set fire to the telegraph 
room. 
Three of the telegraphers fell dead and 


the fourth turned his revolver on himself 
rather than fall living- into tho hands of 
the Moors. Tho shot missed and he was 
later able to escape from the burning 
building. 


MANY ARE MASSACRED. 


FEZ, Morocco, Thursday, April 18. — 


(Delayed In Transmission.)—The revolt of 
the populace and the Moorish soldicrc 
began at midday yesterday, after a dele- 
gation of native troops had obtained ad- 
mission to tho palace and complained to 
the Sultan of the now military regulations 
In connection with the French pro- 
tectorate. 
\ 
As tho military delegation left tho pal- 


ace the soldiers composing it seized and 
killed a French captain. This was the 
signal for general pillage and massacre. 
The native soldiers, urged on by shriek- 
ing Moorish women, rushed through the 
streets, slaying the French and Inciting 
the population to violation by tho false 
cry, "The Sultan Is a prisoner of tho 
French and must be liberated." 


Tho French telegraphers were attacked 


and mado a heroic stand, defending their 
offices for four hours, in tho meantime 
sending messages to headquarters at Tan- 
gier, Finally tho offico was captured, the 
telegraphers killed and their bodies mu- 
tilated and burned. 


The heads of all the Europeans slain 


wero paraded through tho streets on 
pikes. 


The French legation sent out relief 


troops and brought In many refugees. 
Afterward 
the French artillery opened 


flro on tho rebels grouped In the northe.-n 
quarter.

SAN FRANCISCO. April 23. — Former 


Captain at Police Jflchael J. Conboy was 
sentenced to three years at hard labor in 
San Quentln this morning for the killing 
of Bernard Lagan, a young coal merchant 
on Flllmore street, June 23, 1909. Judg- 
ment was pronounced by Superior Judge 
Sargent of Monterey county, sitting In 
Judge Dunne's court. 


This is the second time that Conboy 


has stood before the bar of justice and 
received sentence and It Is the conclusion 
of his ttfth trial. 


Motions for a new trial and for probation 


were all denied by the court and after 
Judgment has been imposed, counsel an- 
nounced an appeal to the district court. 
On Conboy's previous conviction he was 
given ten years in San Quentln, but the 
case was reversed in the Appellate tri- 
bunal on a technicality, and three sub- 
sequent trials resulted in disagreements. 


PLEAD FOR PROBATION. 


This morning Conboy, broken In spirit 


and very much downcast, sat beside his 
daughter, Mrs 
McKevitt, 
who 
sighed 


audibly several times during the proceed- 
ings. His counsel, Attorneys J. J. Dunne 
and Nat Coughlan, pleaded eloquently for 
probation in his behalf. 


"The tendency of the times," argued 


Dunne, "is not for the placing of men in 
penitentiaries, but modern thought is to- 
ward tho uplift of the 
man 
who has 


been unfortunate enough to be brought 
within the law. Revenge is a thing of the 
past and nowadays it Is the uplifting of 
the man that Is aslced for by the statute " 


When Dunne had concluded Assistant 


District Attorney Brennan announced his 
position. 


"We do not and will not consent to 


probation In this case," was his ultima- 
tum. 


When Attorney Coughlan had finished 


his appeal the court made a formal state- 
ment in passing judgment. 


POSITION OF COURT. 


The plea of Mr. Coug-hlsn that Conboy 


had suffered and been Imprisoned a year 
In tho county jail might well havo been 
considered by tho defendant prior to his 
Bring the shot that killed Bernard La- 
san. All thli should have been thought 
of by him. It Is not matter for the court. 
Tho court did not commit the act, but 
merely tried the case. Personally, I do 
not believe that a man should bo put 
In stripes. Op time criminals should not 
be Incarcerated as felons but In separate 
Institutions and should be treated so that 
they may learn a lesson and reform. The 
people of the State of California, how- 
ever, have provided only a penitentiary 
and the court must act 'accordingly. The 
law of probation is designed to raise tho 
weak, to keep allvo that spark of genius 
In the brain which might lead to gren-tei 
and better things. 


"In this case Conboy's character wan 


moulded and shaped and fixed with ex- 
perience. Ho was a man tried and trusted 
with the confidence of everyone to pre- 
serve the peaco, and to prevent Just such 
a crime as he has committed. 
If any- 


body under tho sun could havo forseon 
what would havo been tho result of drunk- 
enness, he was tho man. If a crime is 
tho taking away of a piece of property 
that might be restored, the court can woll 
stay Its hand. But a life cannot be given 
back. 
It is heaven given In tho first 


place ana when it la gone tho body la 
laid away In tho grave. 


"It should not bo able to bo said that 


a man standing high in police circle1* 
can commit a crime and go free, whereas 
another ono with tho same offense would 
be sent to a penitentiary. 


PROBATION DENIED. 


"I cannot seo my way clear to grant 


probation in this case and It IB denied. 
It Is aln.ija hard for mo to pronounce a 
sentence and I want to say that tho 
loyalty of tho defendant's daughter lr»s 
appealed to mo, that I will tako Into 
consideration tho year ho has served and 
the recommendation of tho jury for mercy. 
Tho court will set the time as much as 
possible in accordance with his duty. It 
cannot be denied thnt Conboy wan In- 


help, acting Just as I havo scon othor 
men act. 
It Is the Judgment of tho law 


and tho sentence of tho court that you bo 
confined In 
tho State 
prison 
at San 


Quentln for a period of three years." 


Attorney Dunne Immediately announced 


an appeal. The court room waa crowded, 
many detectives, policemen and other 
friends of Conbov being In attendance.

DICKEY AT HEAD. 


Architect Charles W. Dickey was made 


chief Investigator. He interviewed Diatrlct 
Attorney W. H. Donahue yesterday after- 
noon and suggested that a grand jury be 
impaneled to Investigate the alleged at- 
tempt to bribe. He said that Oakland 
architects had been placed In a comprom- 
ising position. 


The district attorney got busy immedi- 


ately and heard all tho evidence at hand. 
Then ho sent for Commissioner Anderson 
and asked him for the offending firm's 
name, also the chief offender. Late yes- 
terday afternoon Anderson visited the of- 
fice of the district attorney and told him 
the story. He told him the name, William 
Shore. Ho told him moro, but that was 
to be a matter of secrecy. 


With all tho facts before him the dis- 


trict attorney decided that there was not 
sufficient grounds for calling the jurors 
together. Architect' Dickey was present 
also and he sold that he waB satisfied to 
havo the skirts of the local men cleared. 
Anderson stated positively that William 
Shore said he represented an outside firm, 
but that he was suspicious as to whether i 
he represented architectural construction ' 
or political, destruction. 


WAS UNDESIRABLE. 


In any event he was an undesirable 


caller, said Anderson, and he assisted him 
to the exit In no gentle manner. That was 
the last seen of William Shore. 


Superior Judge Murphy has oplnod that 


tho appointment of J. J, Donovan as>su- 
pervising architect Is in accordance with 
the city oharter, and further that tho sub- 
appointments made by Donovan for ob- 
taining plans of tho various sohoolhouseu 
and other public buildings are also valid.

for instructions and advice. 


Symmes now holds 41,735 Western Pa- 


cific shares among the bank's assets, and 
though the market price varies from time 
to time, it is now about $12 a share. On 
March 20, 1912, post cards were sent to 
all the creditors asking them if they 
would be willing to receive this stock at 
$10 a share for their next dividend. An- 
swers have been received excepting 22,- 
G23 shares at this rate. 


But this Is not enough to make the 


receiver's plan possible, and there is not 
inough cash available to pay tha rest of 
the dividend, supposing that an attempt | 
were to be made to satisfy all those now 
willing to accept stock. The receiver says 
that ho has been Importuned by many to 
sell what Western Pacific stook is not 
covered by the favorable replies to his 
postals, thus making a fund for the cash 
dividends.
